2, Phere is almost nothing of intorna- 
tional interest upon which to resiark, It 
is ty be hoped the long-doforred entry. of the 
Anatralisian Colonics into tho Union is at 
last to taku place, A postal congress waa 
to ‘assemble at Lisbon last summer,” but 
nothing has a4 yet beon Jicard of its pro- 
ceudinga, 7 

6. What should havo beon tho success of , 
tho year was tho eatablishmont of.n Postal ; 
‘Agoney at-'Tientain, but’ it can only bo 
rogarded as a disappointing failure. Stc- 
cessive Consuls stationed thoro had assured 
this Department that; tho -Agency once 
established, thore would bo no difliculty 
about the couricr transit from Chinkiang to 
Ticntsin during tho montha when the.river 
Peiho is frozen. Tho Agency ina beon 
established, but there isadifliculty, Tho 
courier service in carried on by, the Cus 
toms, and it has teon: found practically 
impossible to got ascalud bay of Registored 
correspondonco through unopend,- simply 
becauso the mayagers of the Transit, service 
‘open all such haga for tho purpose of ro- 
packing the contents, Under these cir.

A VISTION’S IMPRESSIONS 
OF HONGKONG. 

Mr Ferguson, son of the proprietor of 
the Ceylon Observer, and junior editor of 
that paper, ‘reovatly passed through Hung:
